I do not know what opinion others have 
concerning the Prophecies, and their force to 
prove Divine Truth: but | am ſure that ſo long 
as Divine Revelation is brought in to declare a 
fact which is at a diſtance, and which cannot 
be known otherwiſe, che efficacy of the Pro- 
phecy is much weakened by ſuppoſing that the 
Holy Ghoſt has expreſſed himſelf concerning 
two facts, one preſent, and the other more re- 
mote, in the ſame terms, this thing would na- 
turally confound the ſenſe of the Prophecy, and 
ſeems to want a new Revelation for the diſtin= i 
guiſhing of its ſenſes. 3 Ss 


I do readily acknowledge, that often-times 
God in a Prophecy uſes the Name of one man 
to ſigniſie another. This is ſo eaſie to diſcover,

of David and Solomon, they having been the 
Figures of the Meſſias, the firſt by his Suffer - 

ings, and the latter by his Glory. But I affirm 
that we muſt not think to find out in the Life 
of thoſe two Princes the literal ſenſe of thoſe 
ſacred Hymns which were written either by or 
for them. r 
In a word, I do maintain that a Prophecy, 
to make it convincing, ſhould reſemble a Lo- 
gical Definition: when that comprehends more 
or leſs than is neceſſary to deſcribe the nature 
of the thing to be defined, tis look d- upon as 
falſe. So Prophecy ought to be expreſs, and to 
X anſwer without equivocation to its accompliſh-. 
ment, as its accompliſhment ſhould exactly. 
agree with the terms of the Prophecy. If, for 
example, I was not ſure that the Oracle of the 
Meſſias Birth by a Virgin is plainly denoted in 
Tfaiab ch. 7. If I thought, as ſeveral Chriſtian 
Divines do, that it may in a ficſt ſenſe be un- 
derſtood of a young Woman, viz. Iſaiab'sWiſe, 
tho it ought to be referred ultimately to the 

Birth of Feſus Chriſt by the holy Virgin, 1 

ſhould look on St. Matthew's Citation of that 
paſſage as impertinent, and ſo the Jews think 
it. W 


Moreover I muſt confeſs that the ſame Ora 
cle may be cited to prove the firſt Coming of 
Jeſus Chriſt, which as to its full accompliſh» 
ment regards his ſecond Coming: but lam 

however ſure that then the Oracle has not two 
ſignifications. The Apoſtles indeed quoted 
{ome ſuch Prophecies to both purpoſes; but it

The reaſon 
ol it is this: That as the Meſſias was to be 
known and glorified by thoſe wonderful Gifts, 
it was natural to prove that Jeſus Chriſt was 
the Meſſias. (ering he had poured forth the ſirſt 
Fruits of theſe Gitts at his Firſt Coming, The 
ſame Obſcrvation may be made concerning 
ſome Prophecies that ſpeak of the calling of the 
Nations, Which are applicd to Chriſt's firſt Co- 
ming, tho the Predictions concerning the cal- 
ling of all the Nations in general ſhall chiefly be 
fy;filled in the ſecond Coming of the Meſſias. 
By following this Principle I'm ſenſible I re- 
cede from the Maxims of thoſe Interpreters who 
refer one Oracle to two different Perſons; ſor 
example, to David and to Jeſus Chriſt: but 
withal Tm ſatisfied that this method of theirs 
is gtoun ded upon falſe Principles which they 
have taken up.
